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Anyone  who  asks  tor  tins  volume,  to 
read,  collate,  or  copy  from  it,  and  who 
appropriates  it  to  himself  or  herseli,  or 
cuts  anything  out  of  it,  should  realize 
that  (s)he  will  have  to  give  answer  before 
God’s  awesome  tribunal  as  if  (s)he  had 
robbed  a  sanctuary.  Let  such  a  person  be 
held  anathema  and  receive  no  forgiveness 
until  the  book  is  returned.  So  be  it. 
Amen!  And  anyone  who  removes  diese 
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anathemas,  digitally  or  odierwise,  shall 
himself  receive  them  in  double. 
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I  am  happy  to  know  that  the  new  English  translation  of  the  Mar  Thoma 
liturgy  is  almost  ready  for  publication.  I  congratulate  Coorilos  Thirumeni 
and  his  team  for  the  splendid  work  they  have  done.  The  services  of  Dr. 
George  Zachariah  and  Rev.  Manoj  M.  Zacharia  have  been  specially 
commended  by  Thirumeni. 

Liturgy  is  the  action  of  the  people.  So  the  language,  style  and  cadence 
are  of  great  importance.  This  being  a  work  of  the  people  who  use  it,  will  I 
believe  receive  greater  acceptance  of  the  people. 

This  is  an  eastern  liturgy  in  a  western  garb.  The  otherness  of  God,  the 
glory  of  worship,  the  realization  of  the  sin  of  man  and  the  world  are 
important  elements  in  this  liturgy.  The  Eucharist  is  the  response  of  the  sinner 
to  the  mercy  of  God  that  transforms  the  lost  to  the  glorious  company  of  the 
archangels.  It  is  involvement  in  the  transforming  act  God  in  the  redemption 
of  man  to  the  Glory  of  God.  To  join  in  the  Eucharist  liturgy  is  one  of  the 
sacred  and  blessed  experience  of  man  on  this  world.  The  liturgy  relates 
heaven  to  earth  and  earth  to  heaven. 

May  the  use  of  this  liturgy  wash  the  defilement  of  human  life,  strengthen 
the  lame  to  jump  in  newfound  joy,  help  many  to  peep  into  the  blessed 
experience  of  heaven.  Besides  being  of  great  help  in  participating  in  the 
Qurbana  service,  meaningfully  and  fruitfully  this  will  help  us  to  use  it  for 
personal  meditation.

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Preface 


1  he  beginning  oi  the  Christian  liturgical  worship  has  been  traced  to  the  first 
centuiy.  It  is  the  source  ol  the  Church  s  life.  God  entered  our  world  in  Jesus 
Christ,  woiked  in  and  through  His  people  and  still  challenges  persons  to 
work.  God  continues  His  work  through  the  words  and  deeds  of  the  wor¬ 
shippers.  As  F.  D.  Shafer  points  out,  “Worshippers  are  the  work  of  God  and 
the  workers  ol  God.”  Therefore  our  liturgy  is  the  human  response  to  the 
mighty  works  of  God. 

One  ol  the  main  thrusts  ol  the  reformation  is  to  worship  in  the  vernacu¬ 
lar.  St.  James  liturgy  is  one  of  the  ancient  liturgies  of  the  Christian  Church 
and  our  denoted  forefathers  have  revised  it,  by  incorporating  prayers,  in 
order  to  make  it  more  meaningful,  time-to-time.  Though  the  present  book 
echoes  all  traditional  and  cultural  integrity  ol  the  St.  James  liturgy,  its  trans¬ 
lation  is  old  and  we  have  been  using  it  for  a  long  period  of  time. 

This  new  English  translation  is  being  attempted  against  the  background 
of  the  present  context  of  the  Church  and  this  Diocese  in  particular.  The 
scope  ol  this  version  is  to  make  the  traditional  form  of  liturgy  more  com¬ 
municative,  understandable  and  sensible  to  the  youngsters.  The  liturgical 
commission  and  the  honorable  Episcopal  Synod  approved  this  translation.  I 
hope  this  translated  Taksa  will  pave  way  for  the  English  speaking  genera¬ 
tion  to  experience  a  meaningful  worship. 

Translation  requires  knowledge  of  the  factual  data,  literary  acumen  and 
mental  grasp  to  present  it  in  a  clear,  logical,  simple  and  lucid  way.  I  think 
Rev.  Manoj  M.  Zacharia  and  Dr.  George  Zachariah  shown  in  simple, 
straightforward  ways  how  to  accomplish  this.  The  thaksa's  print  formatting 
and  copy  editing  was  executed  by  Mr.  James  T.  Philip  and  Mr.  Koshy  P. 
Koshy,  respectively.  They  deserve  recognition. 

May  the  Triune  God  help  both  the  clergy  and  laity  to  grow  in  true  faith 
through  the  liturgical  worship.
